A  second  team  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  has  returned  from 
Southeast  Asia,  where  they  pro¬ 
vided  disaster  relief  services  in 
one  of  the  areas  hardest  hit  by  the 
history-making  tsunami  that 
killed  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  in  December  of  last  year. 

Jim  Didlake,  director  of  Men's 
Ministry  for  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  said 
the  Southern  Baptist  tsunami 
relief  effort  will  soon  move  from 
addressing  the  immediate  needs 
of  the  disaster's  survivors  to 
planning  long-term  recovery 
operations.  Mississippi  Baptists 
will  be  heavily  involved  in  the 
recovery  phase,  he  said. 

"We  will  need  volunteers  for 
some  time  to  come,"  he  said.

Through  the  Adopt  An 
Annuitant  ministry,  Norma  and 
thousands  like  her  receive  "the 
precious  gift  of  dignity  from 
their  Southern  Baptist  family," 
Hawkins  said.  "We  need  for 
local  church  members  to  be 
sensitive  to  the  living  condi¬ 
tions  of  aged  ministers  or  their 
widows,  and  then  to  act  if  a 
need  is  discovered." 

Assistance  from  the  program 
is  not  limited  to  pastors  or  their 
widows.  Any  retiree  age  65  or 
older  with  10  or  more  years  of 
paid  Southern  Baptist  service  is 
eligible  to  apply.  Other  eligibili¬ 
ty  guidelines  include  an  income 
of  less  than  $1,250  per  month 
for  single  applicants  and  less 
than  $1,665  per  month  for  mar¬ 
ried  applicants.  Applicants  also 
must  have  less  than  $30,000  in 
assets,  excluding  their  home. 

Recipients  must  meet  the 
eligibility  guidelines  and  re¬ 
qualify  for  the  assistance  every 
two  years.  A  widow/ widower, 
married  at  least  10  years  to  an 
individual  who  would  have 
met  the  qualifications,  also  is 
eligible  to  apply. 

Qualified  individuals  receive 
$200  a  month  and  qualified  cou¬ 
ples  receive  $265  a  month. 
Depending  on  their  situation, 
they  may  receive  monthly  sup¬ 
port,  a  one-time  grant  or  emer¬ 
gency  assistance.

With  more  than  six  million 
dollars  paid  out  annually  in 
assistance,  the  Adopt  An 
Annuitant  ministry  relies  on  the 
gifts  of  churches  and  individu¬ 
als.
